Scratch a classic author and 
chances are you'll find he's 
penned a masterpiece of eroti- 
cism somewhere along the line.

The good old Samuel Lang- 
home Clemens (better known 
as Mark Twain) turned out a 
pornographic book for the 
amusement of his friends (just 
as Robert Burns used to recite 
dirty poems for his). Between 
the time he finished "Tom Saw- 
yer and "The Adventures of 
Huckleberry Finn" (no relation 
to Mickey). Mark had been 
reading Sam Pepys* "Diary" 
which contains some very finely 
graphic pornographic material. 
This inspired him to write the 
famous "1601." 

"1601" is an imaginary con- 
versation as It might have taken 
place at the fireside of Queen 
Elizabeth I. Twain subtitled it: 
"A Conversation as It Was at 
the Social Fireside in the Time 
of the Tudors."

It's got all the crude 
four-letter words and et ceteras. 
John Hay,, who later became 
Secretary of State, called the

your letter, and the proposition 
which you make to pull a few 
proofs of the masterpiece Is 
highly attractive, and, of course, 
highly immoral."

Anyway, Hay and his friend 
Gunn had a special edition of 
100 copies run off at — of all 
places!— the United States Mili- 
tary Academy at West Point. In 
all, the work has been surrep- 
titiously printed 44 times- in the 
United States arid seen many 
editions abroad. It's a collector's 
item— that Is, if you are a col- 
lector of pornography. 

Now I know you're all anx- 
ious to hear of what's In this 
famous dirty book. The story 
Is related by Her Majesty's cup- 
bearer and Includes the follow- 
ing distinguished cast: Lord 
Bacon, Sir Walter Raleigh, Ben 
Jonson, Francis Beaumonte, 
Shakespeare, and so on. 

The humor of the book lies in 
the treatment of august persons 
as back room bawds. Queens, 
courtters, and such, talk not of 
diplomatic affairs but of matters 
which are usually etched upon 
bathroom walls.

ity for women." 

This so-called equality has, 
somewhat superseded Itself how- 
ever In the last twenty years. 

Women, to a great degree, 
have taken over key positions 
in business. 

In the editorial world, for In- 
stance, the role of the female 
has been monopolized into"; a, 
one^persoh show. : A compjex 
and highly specialized field, the 
editorial profession has suc- 
cumbed to allow the female to 
dominate the scene with their 
makeup ideas, "inspiration" and 
various other tidbits of con- 
glomerated musings. Jessica 
Daves, Editor-in-Chief of the 
Conde-Nast publications. Is a 
prime example of this "look, 
we're-just-as-good-as • you - and 
we'rc-going-to-provc-lt" attitude. 
All of her magazines, purchased 
for her by her husband as p 
present, follow the same mawk- 
ish formulas of dull, uninterest- 
ing stories, articles and even ad- 
vertising. 

The book publishing outfits 
arc plagued by female editors 
who decide the value of a manu- 
script according to the female 
readership it will attract. Sub- 
mitting fiction manuscripts to 
published for- over seven years, 
I have been rejected by only 
two male editors (and they wore 
representing smaller houses). 
The rest of the* rejection slips 
(numbering over three hundred) 
come from women with the us- 
ual statement — "It woul not lend 
Itself to our list nor Interest our 
readers." 

How do women lodge them- 
selves Into this field, as. well as 
others just as specialized? Sim- 
ple. Their jobs are procured 
for them by personnel agencies, 
managed, staffed and directed 
by women. 

Thirty years ago, female edit- 
ors, reporters, writers were not 
only scarce, they were unheard 
of. 

Then came the revolution. 
Margaret Mitchell wrote "Gone 
With .the Wind," Pearl Buck 
wrote of China, Edna Ferbor 
cranked out novels, Willa Calh- 
er did the same. 

Amle Semple McPherson was 
a pinnacle of saintllncss as an 
evangelist (until falling into a 
widely publicized scandal). 

Peggy Hopkins Joyco was a 
little girl reporter for a leading 
Mew York paper. 

Gertrude Edcrte swam the 
English Channel. ("We can 
swim just as far as any man 
can.") 

Amelia Earhart tried to top 
Lindbergh's solo flight perform- 
ance and was enshrined public- 
ly when she disappeared over 
the Pacific with her navigator. 

Oveta Cutp Hobby, Marguerite 
Stitt Church, Clair Booth Luce 
(using the impressive middle 
name to emphasize their im- 
portance no doubt) all entered 
politics and were hailed as girl 
wonders.

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It was not the. game so much. 
The game, started | by Rutgers 
University in the 1 19th . century, 
was | not complex. Tho sport 
seemed, at that time, to be donv 
inatcd with wild and uiicon 
trollablo men. They had a dy- 
namic magnetism which drew 
crowds. They did unusual and 
unpredictable things. They were 
personalities. Ty Cobb, sharp- 
ened his spikes and brandished 
them In public.

Even- 
tually, just before the First 
World War, the game settled 
down to what the crowds want- 
ed. ' Brilliant plays, faster pitch- 
ing, harder and longer-hitting— 
in short the 'spectators began 
to demand athletes of super' 
human strength and endurance.

Men, who seemed to be made 
of steel, stopped out Into the 
baseball limelight of the early 
twenties.

Mr. Kaufman | said there ■ arc 
two:, 

■ First, over tlic years there has 
bocn : a growing trend toward 
early diagnosis, when cancer is 
.most curable. The public Is be- 
coming ' more' and more aware 
that early diagnosis and prompt 
treatment- are their best protec- 
tion against death from cancer. 
Consequently more and more 
men and women have an annual 
health checkup. 

"There Is a growing realiza- 
tion .among the public" Mr. 
Kaufman' said, "that tho possi- 
bility of preventing deaths from 
cancer today Is greater than for 
any other chronic disease if the 
cancer is diagnosed early and 
promptly treated." '■ 

Over the last 25 years the 
American Cancer Society' has 
placed special emphasis on early 
detection and prompt treatment. 
This is the goal of Its educational 
program, The results have con- 
vinced the American Cancer So- 
ciety that "more can be done 
against cancer through educa- 
tion than any other; disease." If 
more people could be persuaded 
to have annual health checkups 
and go to their doctors at the 
first sign of a danger signal, one 
out of two cancer patients could 
be saved Instead of one out of 
three as is the case today. 

The second contributing fac- 
tor to progress, according to Mr. 
Kaufman, is cancer research — a 
program in which the Society 
and the NCI have invested mil- 
lions of dollars. Now techniques 
of detection and diagnosis have 
been developed and treatment 
by surgery, radiation and chem- 
icals has been vastly improved. 
All of this adds impetus to the 
years ahead. The American 
Cancer Society is not ready to 
speculate when the final victory 
over cancer will come, but it is 
optimistic enough to say "we arc 
on the road to victory," 

The goals it outlines for Can- 
cer Progress Year are: "to re- 
port to the public where science
